The nousge, is constructed of loecal limestone, and is
credited with belng the Tirst two story house builit in Fredericks-
burg and the first to be constructed enitirely of stone., The
exterior walls are 24" thick, the house has no foundation; the walis
were Yaid up from the ground. ZExterior stone work is partly plastered
end whitewashed. Roof, covered with wood shingles, is pitched about
silx to twelve, except lean-to in rear.

. The plan includes two floors, an attic and a two story
porch. Lower floor of porch is of flagstone. Interior floors and
ceilings are of random width, tongue and grooved pine. Windows are
wood casements. '

The meterial embodied in the history comes from the
HARS index card prepared by Mr. Lee (.
